But the 4 per cents 
sold in New York to-day at 104, and, with the 
increasing demand for investment securities, 
there is reason to believe the market will go 
even higher. The Secretary does not make 
due allowance for the difference between 
business capital and the rates of interest it 
demands and those which are sufficient for

PERMANENT INVESTMENT. 
The United States cannot have its securities 
hold the high place in the markets of the 
world until it shows absolute confidence in 
them and a proper esteem for its own credit.

THE PLETHORA OF GRAIN. 

It is a rather curious illustration of the 
unequal distribution of things that the 
warehouses of Chicago should be overruning 
with grain, while Ireland, Silesia, and other 
parts of the world are threatened with 
famine. The people of Chicago, however, 
will not devote so much consideration to this 
phase of the subject as to the business 
dilema which confronts them owing to the 
fact that the warehouse capacity is now ex- 
hausted. The extraordinary accumulation 
of grain at this point is owing primarily to 
the excessive charges established by the rail- 
road combination. A system of extortion on 
their part has led to the legitimate and com- 
mendable speculation of buying, storing, and 
holding grain at Chicago for shipment to the 


A similar condition usually gives wheat a 
value of four or five cents more at Chicago 
during winter than at New York; but this 
year the Chicago prices rule from 10 to 12 
cents higher. The amount of grain that 
has accumulated here has not caused 
the buyers and holders of wheat to 
lose confidence in their purchases, nor 
is there any reason why a further 
accumulation should occasion a break in 
Chicago prices. There is abundant capital to 
carry the wheat, and both capitalists and 
speculators are satisfied that there is a good 
profit in their investment, which will be read- 
ily realized when water navigation shall 
afford an outlet for the accumulation and 
compel the railroads to carry the grain at a 
reasonable rate. It is merely a question now 
as to the provision of additional storage- 
room, 

In the meantime, however, the grain busi- 
ness of Chicago is threatened with a shrink- 
age owing te the lack of warehouse facilities, 
The situation is illustrated by a difference of 
about six cents in the price of wheat sold on 
the track and that in store,—a difference that 
will widen still further if the present situa- 
tion shall continue. The railroads west of 
Chicago will no longer receive grain for 
storage in this city, in the knowledge that 
they cannot carry out any such contract. 
The farmers and country shippers are this 
tempted to ship to New York by the cutoff 


for Chicage commissions and transfer. It is 
true that the farmers should remember that 
the policy which has brought about the 
present plethora at Chicago has been in their 
interest, and has enabled them to secure a 
better price for their grain than they could 
have done had not Chicago capital bought it

RELIEF TO THE CHICAGO RIVER. 

The tests of the machinery at the Fuller- 
ton avenue conduit have been so satisfactory 
that much relief to the Chicago River may be 
confidently expected from this auxiliary to 
the. sewerage system. It was observed on 
Friday that the volume of water pumped 
from the lake through the conduit into the 
North Branch stirs up the filth and corrup- 
tion which settle at the bottom, brings them to 
the surface, and sets the scum in motion at a 
fair current. This action shows the advisa- 
bility of drawing the water from the lake 
and flushing the North Branch in preference 
to the reverse of throwing the wafer of the 
North Branch into the lake. current 
thus created will extend through the entire 
branch (about three miles in all), and also 
the cut-off known as the Ogden Canal, and 
accelerate the current through the South 
Branch into the canal during the 
actual operation of the pumps. If 
it be found, as is anticipated, that 
ten hours’ pumping will be sufficient to 
keep the North Branch clean, then the ex- 
hanst of the fall into the canal will draw 
from the Main Branch of the river during the 
remaining fourteen hours, and help clean out 
that part of the river. During the flood sea- 
son, when the rainfall] and the drain of tue 
Desplaines water cause a current through 
the South Branch into the Main Branch and 
so into the lake, the Fullerton avenue pumps 
will also help swell that current and give the 
Main Branch a more thorough cleansing 
than at other times. Fortunately the flood 
season is in spring, when the cleansing of 
the river is more necessary to health and 
comfort than at any other season. 

Though it is now pretty well demonstrated 
that the Fullerton avenue conduit will per- 
form all the service for which it was 
designed, it may be doubted whether 
a larger outlet through the canal 
will not be necessary in order to fur- 
nish relief to the entire river, because 
the exhaust into the canal may prove inade- 


This difficulty can be met. temporarily, and 
perhaps most cheaply, by erecting a system 
of pumps at the point where the South 
Branch empties into the canal. This is the 
remedy proposed by Dr. Rauch, and it was 
the plan pursued before the canal was deep- 
ened. In the end, however, it will be.necés- 
sary to provide for the further enlargement 
and deepening of the canal, which the first 
jobin that direction has proved to be the 
true solution’ for the sewerage problem. 
Unless the United States Government can be 
persuaded to undertake a project for a ship 
and steamboat canal between Lake Michigan 
and the Mississippi River, which would inci- 
dentally afford Chicago the relief it needs, 
the work of again deepening the canal for 
sewerage purposes alone will be included in 
the future progress of this city. The great 
engineering triumphs of the fast warrant a 
serene confidence in Chicago’s ability to 
compass this new achievement whenever it 
shall be necessary. 


IF BISMARCK SHOULD DIE. 

If the dispatches are correct, Prince Bis- 
marek is near his end, and the news may 
come any day that the mightiest man in Eu- 
rope is laid low, and that his work is forever 
ended. The intelligence from Varzin states 
that he is in a dangerous condition, and his 
death is believed to be so near thatall the 
members of his family have been summoned 
there. It would be premature as yet to write 
the custemary obituary notice of the life of 
the great Premier, or to dwell upon the 
events of his remarkable career in detail; 
but there is one point of current interest that | 
may be considered outside of the emergency 
of his death, especially as it is of recent oc- 
currence. 

As every man who has the interests of his 
children at heart sets his house in order with 
reference to what may happen after he is 
gone, so Prince Bismarck has set the Ger- 
man Empire in order with 4skill and com- 
pleteness that are remarkable. If his death 
should happen to-day he would leave a 
strong, solid Government behind him, with 
his policy so strongly. impressed upon it that 
it would still continue to operate even after 
its fonnder was gone. He has placed that 
Empire upon an enduring foundation, and 
cemented its States more closely together 
than ever before. He has established a Na- 
tional Supreme Court and a National Legis- 
lature. He has relieved the German States 
from the burden they have heretofore borne, 
of contributing to the support of the Gener- 
al Government, by the levying of a tariff for 
revenue which has received the support of 
all classes,—farmers, manufacturers, and 
even the Labor Unions, because its tendency 
is to raise the price of wages. Its operation 
has been not only to relieve the States from 
the imposition of a tax on them to support 
the Government and pay its deficiencies, but | 
it has produced a surplus which is divided 
pro rata among them,—one of the surest 
agencies for uniting them closely to the cen- 
tral power. He has estapbished a half free- 
trade arrangement with Austria, by which 
there is an unrestricted exchange of prod- 
ucts between the two countries. Further 
than this, the alliance between the two coun- 
tries is not only commercial in character, but 
political and military. By this alliance he 
has raised a powerful wall against Russian 
agetandizement, and has substantially iso- 
lated her from the rest of Europe, and 
offered a fresh guaranty of peace to 
the Continental Powers. He has demanded 
from the new French Cabinet a fresh 
statement of its foreign policy, and notified 
that Power that she cannot enter into any 
alliance with Russia, which has been her 
dream ever since the Franco-German war; 
and it was not until the strongest assurances 
had been given that the German Am- 
bassador was allowed to declare on New- 
Year’s Day, at the reception of the Diplomatic

While he retains the army in a 
thoroughly efficient condition, he has re- 
laxed the stringency of military conditions, 
so that they give more satisfaction, and the 
navy has been so strengthened that in case 
of another war it will play a very important 
bart. Lastly; he has brought the Govern- 
ment into at least pleasant relations with the 
Vatican, and so modified the Falck laws that, 
without surrendering any of their vital pro- 
visions or admitting the right of the Chureh 
to dictate to or interfere with the State, he 
has enlisted the entire Ultramontane faction 


in the Parliament upon the side of the GO. 


ernment, 

All this great work Prince Bismarck has 
accomplished with wonderful skill and 
shrewdness. Even if his life be spared 
he ¢an do little more except to watch 
the success of his policy, while if 
he dies heleaves behind him a work 
that is completed, namely: the solidifi- 
cation of the German Empire, and the estab- 
lishment of guaranties for its continuance, 
it will be a more imposing and lasting monu- 
ment to his memory than any other that can 
be erected. 

Physically, as well as intellectually, Bis- 
marek fs a giant. He stands about six feet 
four inches in hight, and weighs not far from 
300 pounds. He is constracted in the heroic 
mold, His hands, feet, limbs, chest, and 
head are massive, and by his side ordinary 
men look like pigmies. In his disposition he 
is humorous and sardonic, in his speech 
strong and forcible, and in his arguments 
crushing and irresistible. Few men ever 
argued long with him, for few men could, 
They either agreed with him at once or kept 
silént. He is a giant in physique, in brain, 
in will, and in intellect, and, viewed from 
every side, probably the most colossal of liv- 
ing men. 


THE FOLLY OF TRADES-UNIONISN. 

There is reason to fear that the strike in- 
augurated by the Butchers’ Union, and 
already maintained over three weeks, has 
inflicted an injury upon the pork-packing 
business which could not now be made good 
by an immediate and complete surrender of 
the strikers. This injury must be divided 
between the employing packers and the work- 
ing butchers; but the latter, who are respon- 
sible for it, will be the greater sufferers of 
the two classes. It is estimated that there 
has been a loss to Chicago of between 400,000 
and 500,000 hogs, which would have been re- 
ceived, slaughtered, and packed at this point 
during the present season if the strike had 
not occurred. This loss cannot be made 
good, because the trade has been diverted. 
The packing-houses are nearly able, with 
their present diminished force of laborers 
and .green hands, to work up all the 
hogs that are currently received at the 
Stock-Yards, and, if the Union men were to 
announce to-morrow their willingness to 
resume work, it is probable chat only 
a small proportion of the 8,000 men 
who are voluntarily idle could find 
employment. They have compelled the 
hog-raisers, the railroads, the bankers, the 
packers, and all the ether classes interested 
in the handling, killing, and manufacturing 
of hogs, to make arrangements for the pur- 
suance of the business at other points to as 
large an extent as possible, and these ar- 
rangements cannot be abandoned simply 
because the Union butchers at Chicago may 
confess their folly. The longer the strikers 
held out the worse, of course, the situation 
will become; but even now the prospect of 
general employment can no longer be held 
out to them as an inducement to abandon the 
strike. a 

The fallacy and folly of trades-unionism 
have never been more forcibly exposed than 
by this Stock-Yards strike. The season was 
most pi rous. Never before had so many 
hogs been handled at any point. Wages had 
been raised. The winter has been a mild 
one, and there was opportunity for the work- 
men to live economically, save money, and 
place themselves and their families in amore 
comfortable condition than ever the same 
class had enjoyed. All these advantages 
were sacrificed to the so-called “ principle” 
of trades-unionism, which binds men by 
oath te adventurous and unscrupulous lead- 
ers, ignores individual industry and efficiency, 
denies the right of making a living to those 
who refuse to submit to the slavery of the 
Union, and arrogates the privilege of manag- 
ing and dictating to employers. An estimate 
of the huge losses that have been sustained 
the world over during the past twenty years 
in demonstrating the injustice and impracti- 
cability of this principle would startle the 
best- informed and most cold-blooded political 
economist. Strikes and lock-outs in defense 
ofthis “principle” continue to recur, not 
because of any lack of experience (which is 
all one way), but because individual work- 
men are persuaded to sacrifice their own con- 
vietions, theirown opportunities, and their 
own manhood to Utopian theories, and be- 
cause, in this condition, they are used and 
betrayéd by lazy and designing fellows who 
dive upon imposition and credulity. Of the 
enormous loss entailed upon Chicago by the 
Stock-Yards strike, the burden that will fall 
upon the butchers will be harder for them to 
bear than the share which the capitalists 
must sustain; itis only the despotic power 
of the Union which has confused the realiza- 
tion of this certainty in the of a por- 
tion of the workmen, and has/prevented the 
more intelligent ones, who have realized the 
inevitable consequences, saving them- 
selves and those dependent on them from the 
loss and suffering which they have foreseen. 


THE “SUDDEN FREEZE” OF 1836. 

In Potters American Historical Monthly 
for January Mr. A. A. Graham tells the 
story of the “sudden freeze”? which ‘oc- 
eurred in Illinois in 1886, Residents of Tili- 
nois in 1880 can hardly recall a season of 
more remarkable weather than the present 
winter. Up to this date—Jan. 1l—there has 
been comparatively little snow. Except for a 
few hours in a few days the temperature has 
hardly fallen to the freezing-point. During 
December and thus far in January the 
weather has at times been uncomfortably 
warm, both by day and by night, the discom- 
fort being increased by a continuous mist, 
hardly ever amounting to rain. The river 
fora few days had a thin coat of ice, which 


weather has been so warm and moist that it 
has not been unusual to see house-plants ex- 
posed to the outer alr, and open win- 
dows have been so frequent that they 
may be said to be common. The absence 
of frost and the continued humidity have 
produced that worst of all difficulties in a 
prairie soil,—a wonderful depth of mud. So 
deep and so general has this been that the 
use of the ordinary farm-wagon, loaded, has 
been abandoned. Practical non-intereourse 
between town and farm has been established 
in many partsof the State because of the im- 
possibility of horses performing their accus- 
tomed work on the ordinary prairie road. 
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snow and sudden freeze serve to this day in 
several parts of the West as marking the 


time of marriages, births, deaths, and various 


tended from Ottawa, on the IIIinois River, 
south to Terre Haute, in Indiana. North dt 
south of these lines it was not heard of. 

The déseription of the weather on the 
morning of the day on which the freeze took 
place will remind the reader of what we 
have been experiencing in this neighborhood 
during the last ten days: 

Nhe day had been warm and showery, thawing 
the snow, which lay a few inches deep on the 
ground, and melting the small icicles formed 


here and there by the preceding night's cold 
air 


“Owing to the warmth and rain of the morning 
the snow had melted to a thick, watery slush, 
and the little gullies in the fields and by the road- 
side were full of water, which, coursing to the 
creeks, had swollen them till their banks were 
full. Men went about their daily avocations 
without their coats, though they generally had 
them near for any increase in the drizzling rain 
or any change in the temperature. 

The storm came with a strong wind, a 
heavy, black cloud, anda roaring noise not 
unlike distant deep thunder. Its velocity 
was twenty-five miles an hour. Its course 
was southeasterly, The cold was immediate 
and intense. The “strong wind threw the 
water into waves, which froze as they stood.” 
The wave struck the western boundary of 
Illinois about 10 a. m. At noon it passed 
over Springfield, and at 9 o’clock that night 
it froze the horses and wagons fast in the 
mud of the streets of Lebanon, O. After a 
| general description, the writer details many 
particular instances. 

Mr. Timothy Chamberlain, living near 
Jacksonville, was working at his uncle’s 
house, and so warm was the day that he had 
laid aside his coat. At noon he went 
to a neighbor’s to assist in weighing hogs by 
the old steelyard process. The “ balance ” 
was fixed, when, without any notice, 
the wave passed over. His coat was 
frozen as stiff as a board. In the town 
chickens and hogs were frozen in the mud. 
Mr. Washington Crowder, living ten miles 
from Springfield, started in the forenoon for 
that place to get a marriage-license. On his 
way he saw the black cloud approaching. 
His experience is thus related: 

“ Thinking it best to lower his umbrella he car- 
ried to protect himself from the falling misty 
rain, he dropped the reins and, folding it, placed 
it under hisarm. As he reached for the rein, 
the cold wave struck him, When he drew the 
rein taut, ice rattled from it. Being a man of 
iron frame, he went on to Springfieid, his horse 
walking now on frozen ground and snow. Reach- 
ing the city, he rode up to where Bunn's bank 
stood so many years afterward, but found he 
could not dismount. He called for assistance. 
and was answered by several, who came at once 
to his relief. He was found frozen fast to the 
saddle, and, cutting it loose from the nearly 
frozen horse, man and saddle were carried in to 
the fire and thawed asunder. He was determined 


nat to disappoint his intended and her friends, 


fixed date in his mind beyond doubt, and 
may be relied upon as correct.” 

A-farty of men was working in the field 
in McLean County, and one of them had with 
him a heavy overcoat. This had become wet 
with the falling mist, and as the wave came 
_over them the man hastily undertook to put 
on the coat; as he raised it above his head 
the cold wave struck him, the wind blowing 
the coat several feet from him. It happened 
to light “ head up and tail down” when it 
fell, and there it stood, with arms extended, 
frozen as stiff as a board. Mr. Andrew Here- 
dith, of Springfield, started with a drove of 
hogs to St. Louis, taking with him several 
wagons of corn to feed the hogs on the way. 
Near Carlinville, Macoupin County, the 
storm overtook them. The party overtarned 
the wagons and drove to a house some miles 
away, where they artived with frozen hands, 
but found shelter, The next day they re- 
turned for the hogs, and found a pyramid of 
dead porkers. The hogs had huddled when 
the wave struck them, and those underneath 
were smothered, while those on top were 
frozen to death, 

J. H. Hildreth and another left Danville 
for Chicago, and traveled on horseback over 
the prairie. At 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
they saw the black cloud, and, assuming it to 
be an ordinary snow-storm, directed their 
stepstowards a groveof timber. The country 
was then uninhabited except at long dis- 
tances, and the men had no means of build- 
ing a fire, and later in the afternoon they left 
the woods in search of a cabin. They wan- 
dered vainly until night. The story eon- 
tinues: * 

“About dark, with every hope of shelter gone, 
one of them proposed to kill one of the horses, 
take out ali his insides, crawl into the cavity, 
and save themselves from afate they felt sure 
was certain to come. Strange and loathsome as 
this may appear, it had deen done before in try- 


to go far away. 

„About 3 or 4 o'clock in the morning,’ says 
Hildreth, ‘we were obliged to leave our place of 
refuge. It had become frozen, and afforded us 
no protection.’ They then tried to kill the other 
horse, but, being cold and well-nigh numb, 
dropped the knife in the grass at their feet, and 
could not find it. At this Frame gave up, and lay 
down, declaring he could go no farther. Hu- 
dreth tried every way to rouse him, but to no 
avail. A stupor came over him, and uncon- 
sciously he passed away. At this time ft was 
nearing day, and Hildreth resolved to make an- 
other effort for his life, which be saw could not 
endure a much greater strain. By dint of con- 
siderable exertion he mounted his horse, and al- 
lowed the animal to go its own way. Presently 
they came to the banks of a stream, which 
must have been the Vermilion River, but which

CLOCKS AND WATCHES. 

The American exhibit of watches at the 
Centennial created a genuine sensation. 
The Swiss Commissioner found in the Ameri- 
can automatic-machine-made watch not only 
the explanation of the decline of the Switzer- 
land foreign trade in watehes, but realized 
the fact that this watch, made with iron 
fingers driven by steam, was destined soon 
to flood the home markets of his country- 
men, And he told them so bluntly in a lect- 
ure on the subject, which, from beginning to 
end, was a glowing tribute to American in- 
ventive genius in this particular department 
of the arts. 

It is a curious fact that the practical arts 
reach their highest degree of development in 
the newest of the world’s civilizations, It 
has taken more than two thousand years to 
perfect the art of clock or watch making, 
from the time of Ptelemy to the present, 
and from Egypt in the east to the 
United States in the west. The first 
clock of which we have any account 
worthy the name was invented in Alexan- 
dria about 245 B. C. One hundred years 
later the water clock “ was introduced into 
Rome. The water clock was a very rude and 
a very imperfect “timepiece,” Beckmann 
describes it as follows: “The water issued 
drop by drop through a hole of the vessel, 
and fell into another, in which a light body 
that floated marked the hight of the water as 
it rose, and, by these means, the time that had 
elapsed.” At first the water flowed out rap- 
idly, and afterwards more slowly, so that the 
“clock”? required much The 
water clock, with slight variation in form of 
construction, served the purposes of mankind 
more than a thousand years, for it was not 
until the eleventh century that clocks moved 
by weights and wheels came into use in Eu- 
rope, at first in the monasteries. But the first 
clocks were very costly,—a luxury for the 
great. In 1282 the Saladin of Egypt sent to 
the Emperor Fredéric a clock worth 5,000 
ducats, It was described as resembling “a 
celestial globe, in whieh figures of the sun, 
moon, and other planets, formed with the 
greatest skill, moved, being impelled by 
weights and wheels, so that, performing their 
course in certain and fixed intervals, they 
pointed ont the hour night and day with in- 
fallible certainty.” 

In the course of two hundred years the 
people began to want, so to speak, to know 
the time o' day,” and clocks were placed in 
the towers of public buildings. Hubert, 
Prince of Carrara, caused the first public 
clock to be “erected ” at Padua, sometime in 
the fourteenth century. Strasburg had its 
first public clock in the yéar 1370. Froissart 
relates that in 1382 the Duke of Burgundy 
took away a clock from Courtray, “one of 
the best to be found, either here or beyond 
the sea; and he caused this clock to be taken 
and placed upon carriages, and the bell also.“ 
The Duke had the clock conveyed to Dijon, 
where it was set up, and “struck the four- 
and-twenty hours in the eourse of day and 
It was not, however, until near 
the close of the fifteenth eentury that 
clocks were introduced in private houses, 
They were probably very poor affairs, 
for Chaucer refers to the crowing 
of the cock as quite as accurate an indication 
of the hour as the striking of the clock. The 
time of day was of little import in Europe 
during the thirteenth and fourteenth cent- 
uries, when there was neither commerce nor 
socialintercourse worthy the name of society. 
Henee, as there wasfittle necessity for clocks, 
so there was little improvement in their con- 
struction till the middle of the seventeenth 
century. 

The watch dates from about the middle of 
the sixteenth century, The early watches 
were “strikers.” It is related that such 
watches having been stolen both from Charles 
V. and Louis X., “the thief was detected by 
their striking the hour.” The chain in the 
watches of that time was- of cat-gut. Upon 
the exposure of the gunpowder plot In En- 
gland—first part of the seventeenth century— 
a watch was found on Guy Fawkes, which 
he had bought the day before to use in test- 
ing his fuse. 

In the time of Elizabeth the watch was a 
very cumbrous affair, being described ag 
closely resembling “ one of our common des- 
sert-plates.” One hundred and fifty years 
later the English watchmakers reached the 
opposit extreme in the size of their watches. 
In 1764 John Arnold completed a watch, 
which was presented to George III. on his 
birthday, of such minute proportions as to 
constitute it a very rarecuriosity. Although 
only three-fifths of an inch in diameter, it 
was perfect in all its parts, and repeated the 
hours, quarters, and halfqnarters. Arnold 
not only made every part of the watch ‘with 
his own hand, but was compelled to first 
make the set of tools employed in its con- 
struetion. It was described in the sporting 
magazine as of the size of a silver two- 
pence and the weight of a sixpence.” The 
Emperor of Russia offered Arnold 1,000 
guineas for a duplicate of the wonderful 
little watch, but the artisan declined the 
proposition, The wooden clock is a Yankee 
inyention. ‘The wooden-clock peddler is 
among the earliest recollections of . every 
New Englander. He came from Con- 
necticut, “put up” at the best farm- 
house in the neighborhood, and told stories 
as he bargained. Eli Terry, of Plymouth, 
whittled out the first wooden clock in 1708. 
and subsequently made a small fortune at 
the business. His apprentice, Chauncey Je- 
rome, when he went into business for him 
self, added acireular saw to the clockmak- 
er's kit of tools, thereby greatly increasing 
and cheapening the production. Jerome 
once had a lot of clocks which he had ex- 
ported to England seized for undervaluation. 
Under the law the Government took the 
seized merchandise, paying the exporter’s 
price, with 10 per cent added, This 
the course pursued with Jerome’s clocks, 
the exporter was quite satisfied. He im- 
mediately made a second shipment, which 
was likewise seized and disposed of in the 
same way.
